G uthrie, Okla., .lune 21.—A special 
two days m eeting of the State Board 
of A griculture held at the office of 
the l>oard in this city Thursday and 
Friday, was one of the most im port- 
ant meeting-s of th a t 'body ever held, 
not so much in the volume of busi­ 
ness transacted as in the num ber 
and im portance of new issues cre­ 
ated. 
The m eeting was called to let the 
contracts for th e district agricultural 
school (buildings at Tishomingo and 
W arner. This brought op th e ques­ 
tion as to w hether the S tate Board of 
A griculture or th e (Board of Public 
Affairs had the authority to let these 
contracts. T he Board of A griculture 
has alw ays contended th at the legis­ 
lature could not modify or abridge its 
paw ers and duties as a 
!>oard of 
regents as specified in the C onstitu­ 
tion. and bv unanim ous vote pro­ 
ceeded to let these contracts as they 
had in April let the contract for the 
boys dom itory and women’s building 
at the A. & 01. College. The contract 
for 
the 
W arner 
and 
Tishom ingo 
schools went to the M cKee C onstruc­ 
tion Co., of M uskogee, Oklahoma, at 
a price of $18.6.14. for the W arner 
school, and $18,718 for the Tisho­ 
mingo school. 'Each building to be fin­ 
ished October I, 1909. 
M uch of the time of the two days 
session was devoted to the affairs of 
the A gricultural and M echanical Col­ 
lege at Stillw ater. O rders previously 
m ade for the purchase of individual 
specim ens of pure 'bred cattle, hogs 
and sheep were confirmed and ad­ 
ded to, and director John A. Craig 
of the experim ent station, and Ew ars 
W hite, chairm an of the college com 
m ittee, 
were instructed to examine 
and make the necessary selections 
Im portant 
sheep 
breeding 
experi­ 
m ents under the authority and with 
the co-operation of the Federal de­ 
partm ent were ordered carried out. 
The financial budget for the en­ 
suing year was carefully gone Orel­ 
and approved. Selections to fill va­ 
cancies at the heads of several de­ 
partm ents 
created 
by 
resignations. 
etc., were given careful consideration 
and final action taken in the selec­ 
tion of President Connell and C hair­ 
man W hite of the college com m ittee 
to visit St. Louis o r other central 
points and meet a num ber of the ap­ 
plicants 
whose 
qualifications 
had 
been passed upon by the board. Sev­ 
eral im portant chairs are to be fill­ 
ed and the iboard recognizes the ne­ 
c e ss ity of exercising great care in 
m aking 
these selections, 
since not 
only the qualifications but the per­ 
sonality of the teacher m ust be tak ­ 
en into consideration. 
The Ixia rd ordered the registrator 
a t the college to advertise for and 
receive bids on the years supply of 
fuel. It also ordered the secretary to 
renew a $20,000 insurance policy on 
boilers. Both of these latter items are 
included in the duties of other l>oards 
of regents 'which the board of Public 
Affairs was api>ointed to take over 
and perform . I t should b e under­ 
stood th at th ere is no conflict or 
friction between the Board of Agri­ 
culture and the Board of Public Af­ 
fairs as to their relations, and the 
rights of the latter In all m atters not 
involved in the constitutional provis­ 
ions creating th e Board of A gricul­ 
ture. b u t the latter board holds th at 
the C onstitution having made them 
the board of regents of the A. 
& M. 
College, and th at all the duties of 
the Board of {Regents are thereby 
m ade incum bent upon them and that 
they cannot if they 'would, turn these 
duties over to the Board of Paid ie 
Affairs, 
the 
legislature 
having 
no 
power to relieve or m odify those re­ 
sponsibilities. The institute com m ittee 
of the board, together with the pres­ 
ident, secretary and superintendent 
of the institutes were ordered to pre­ 
pare a program for th e three days 
annual state institute to be held at 
Stillw ater in August. 
T he worfk of the l>oard in every de­ 
partm ent was reported to be m aking 
rapid and substantial .progress and a

an’s rejmrt of local interest and co­ 
operation in the work of tick erad i­ 
cation.

From Oklahoma Baptist Journal. 
Beloved, now are we the 
sons 
or 
God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be, but we know 
that when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him, for we shall be 
like him, for we shall see him 
as he is.—I .John iii. 2. 
The text shows us at once the de­ 
finiteness and the indefiniteness of 
Scripture statement. The definite is 
grand and glorious, but in indefinite 
is majestic and sublime. There is an 
Indefiniteness that is filled with doubt 
and haunting fear; there is another, 
ohwever, that is filled so full with 
glorious promise as to stagger the 
mind and imagination of man and 
make him hesitate to go forward in 
the line of its fulfilment. 
It is of this kind that the text here 
speaks. The definite “now are we" 
of the first clause is followed by 
the still more definite “we know'’ of 
the last clause, but in between, th*1 
apostle, realizing how* great a! read} 
is our blessing as sons of God, hesi­ 
tates to go forward to the conclud­ 
ing- state of glory that awaits us, and 
with 
hesitating mind 
and 
halting 
Imagination he says: “It doth not 
yet api>ear what we shall be.” Mind 
Can not grasp the thought of the 
glory that shall afterward await us. 
“But," he says, with a little of his 
old confidence returning, “we know 
that when he shall appear we shall 
be like him, for we shall see him as 
be is.” 
There is 
a 
threefold 
cord 
that 
should bind every christian to his 
God, and to the vows that he has 
taken upon himself. The strands of 
this cord are: Faith or hope, patience 
and duty; duty for the present hour, 
patience for the present trial, and 
faith for the glorious future which 
God has promised. 
At first glance it seems as tho 
the text were all glory, all hope 
and joy and blest promise. There 
Seems to be no duty mentioned, no 
patience urged as necessary. Hope is 
the lodestar in this firmament of 
promise, and it is that that attracts 
our hearts and holds them by its 
power. 
“Now are we the sons of God!” 
resent glory! “And it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be.” Future 
expectation! “But 
we 
know 
that 
when he shall appear we shall be 


like him, for we shall see him as be 
is.” Definite promise! Where is the 
duty here? lf you will look closely 
you will find it in the hiatus Ivetween 
the first and second clauses.. First, 
there is the definite statement made 
j as to our sonship with God, and 
| then the hesitating expression that 
I dares not predicate what our fu­ 
ture glory shall Ire. fn between these 
two lies the thought of duty as I see 
it. 
'Now are we the sons of God.” eta ii 
anything be higher than that? It i» 
ttyat which makes heavens arches 
ring with glad hosannas as the re­ 
deemed of the Lord realize what it 
all means. Surely this is as high as 
human thought and desire can reach, 
and yet there seems to Ire a higher 
glory in reserve for us, for the apos­ 
tle goes on to say that, notwithstand­ 
ing all this that we have already 
received, it is no guide iii any sense 
as to the greater blessings we shall 
receive—(blessings so great that he 
Is compelled to be indefinite in men­ 
tioning them, and all he can say 
concerning them is: 
“It doth not 
yet appear what we shall he.” 
What does it all mean, and w hat is 
our duty in view of 
these 
things? 
Ask that young man born iii a cul­ 
tured christian home, given all the 
advantages of physical, mental and 
spiritual devolpnient. 
having super- 
abounding love lavished upon him. 
being the object of constant thought 
and care and solicitude. Will he not 
tell you that for all the love, for 
all the care, for all the high and 
blest advantages which have been 
given him. ‘he owes a higher duty to 
the parents who have thus watched 
over him and given him these things? 
Will he not tell you that. for all the 
privileges and opportunities rests up­ 
on him toward those who have made 
these things possible? Then if he 
does not he is an ingrate, a renegrade 
a base betrayer of the heart’s great­ 
est trust, and does not know what 
duty is! 
% 
What is it we expect of one from 
such a home, from one who has had 
such blessings showered upon him? 
^ on say as you see him go forward 
with high endeavor and noble aim: 
“He ought to make something of him­ 
self; he certainly has had a good 
start." Ah, yes, there is everything bi 
the start, is there not? But the bet­ 
ter the start he greater the responsi­ 
bility resting upon us. the higher the 
duty that God requires of us! 
Beloved, now are w*e the sons of 
God." We have had a good start. God 


has given us the greatest opportun­ 
ities as his children, and is giving 
them to us every day. It is only a 
sari, tho, Chat He has given us. 
Now," He says, after He has given 
us all the care and attention and love 
that was necessary, after lavishing 
upon us all the blessings that His ab­ 
sorbing love suggested, after giving 
unto us salvation itself through Jesu s 
( hrlst our Lord—“now work out yoni 
own salvation with fear and tremit- 1 
ling. I have put it in you, now work | 
it out. Let the world see that it is I 
there, and that you are using it day 
by day." 


“Now are we the sons of God.” Aye, 
j but that Is not all that God wants 
us to lie. There are many kinds or 
sons. 
Slothful 
sons, 
selfish 
sons, 
thoughtless sons, indifferent sons, and 
earnest, zealous, loving sons. Which 
kind are we? Are we doing nothing to 
show dur sonship, our filial devotion? 
J Then were it I tetter that we had not 
j the name! Since we have been reck­ 
oned into the family or God let us be 
J worthy of the name! Let us realize 
I our higher duty .because of the great 
blessing that God has given unto us! 
Here is where the duty is shown. 
For every .blessing that God has gfv- 
0ii to you, for every advantage that 
he has put or is putting into your t 
hand. He will require the higher duty 
and the world will require it, too, 
leased upon a perfectly fair and rea­ 
sonable view 
of your relationship 
with God. 


We see then that sonship involves 
duty. That duty fulfilled, the apostle 
rightly* pauses ere he pronounces the 
blessing that God 
will then give. 
"Now are we the sons of God; but, 
that sonship rightly used, that filial 
duty lightly fulfilled, it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be!” The state­ 
ment is not so strange, or do we won­ 
der that John used it in such h esi­ 
tation when we look upon it in this 
way. A faithful son, a loving father; 
the son fulfilling in every way pos­ 
sible his filial duty! /Can you or I 
put the limits on that father's love 
and say to what bounds it will go? 
Nay, with such faithfulness, with such 
filial devotion shown, it doth not yet 
apjiear, it never will appear, to what 
lengths that father's love will go! A 
need arises, a great one perhaps, for 
the son, and 
the 
father 
promptly 
meets It, and you say: “Well, that Is 
certainly more than could have been 
expected! Human love can go no far­ 
ther than that.” Can it not? Wait and 
see. Another need arises, and again 


the father meets it, and gladly meets 
it, and tile world is astonished at the 
father s sacrifice. Sacrifice? The father 
sees no sacrifice in it. Why, sir, he 
says to expostulating friends, “you 
don’t know* that l>oy. Think of how 
he has stood by me. 
How he has 
worked with me day in and day 
out from the time he was able to do 
anything. He never complained, he 
never shirked his duty, he never 
went back on bis old father, even 
when most of the world seemed to 
haive gone hack on me. Why. bless 
your life, sir, after such devotion as 
that boy has shown, after such duti­ 
ful regard as he has given, j would 
sell all I have and give it to him 
willingly, if he needed it! I would 
dare anything. I would risk every 
tiring, rather than that he should 
suffer.” 
Have I overdrawn itfc fathers? Nay, 
it can not lie overdrawn, it can not 
lie rightly pictured, the love and 
devotion a father has to a faithful, 
dutiful, filial son. That, therefore, is 
just the way John puts it here. He 
can not picture it all out, and so he 
just says as his 
imagination 
fails 
him: “If we are not the sons of God, 
and faithful sons, duty-lovhig sons, 
then it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be, for eye hath not seen. nor 
ear heard, neither hath entered into 
the heart of man the things which 
God hath prepared for those that 
love Him.” 


Here then is a call to duty, and 
at the same time a stimulus to it. As 
we have been received into the son­ 
ship of God, it is not in order to 
selfish ease, hut it is to work for 
Him and for humanity. Every advan­ 
tage He has given you, every bless­ 
ing, every opportunity that is yours 
lays the duty, the responsibility, the 
more heavily upon you. “Unto whom­ 
soever much is given of him shall 
much lie required.” God 
has 
given 
much to you and He is expecting 
much in return. Yet it is not m erely 
to lie in iiayment for his blessings, a 
"quid jrro quo” to balance the ac­ 
count; for just as soon as the I»rd 
sees we are in earnest, that we are 
improving the talents that He has 
given us, that we are faithful and 
loyal to Him; then. John says, hu­ 
man imagination can not picture the 
infinitely greater blessings that He 
will give us, and rho sons of God 
now. the state we then shall hold will 
be so inconceivably glorious that it 
hath not entered into the mind of 
man even to imagine it! 


One other thing that Is emphasized 
in this same inference of duty, how­ 
ever, is patience, “it doth not yet aje 
pear what we shall lie.” 
How hard it is for us to possess 
our souls in patience, especially in 
the matter of Christian work and 
results. 
We know how rampant sin 
Is, we know how might God is, and 
often, ah, how often, do we won­ 
der that God ever allows such wick­ 
edness to continue. 
In the midst of 
our impatience we cry: “How long. 
O Lord, how long?” and the answer 
thar conies back is. “It doth not yet 
appear.” 
Yet a little while, till tim 
day 
break and the darkness 
fieA 
away.” 
* 
We all must realize as workers for 
trod that we can not wage our war­ 
fare on any Hues of earthly strategy 
or wisdom. There 
are 
many 
who 
would have ushered in the millen­ 
nium even before Christ was cruci­ 
fied. lf we may lie pardoned the an- 
archronisin! These, 
however, 
were 
the impatient ones who were a1 wavs 
carrying their swords half-drawn, 
who were anxious for the signal to 
be given to fall u,{k>q their enemies 
and win thtni either dead or alive 
for God. 


It is always a longer process to 
win an enemy by love than by force 
but the former is by far the more 
permanent victory. .Mohammed made 
converts quicker by fire and sword 
than Jesus did by love, but Jesus* 
converts laste longer and His system 
is more widely spread today. Force 
endures for a thne. but only as long 
as it maintains its strength. Love 
never faileth. It increases in pow­ 
er as it goes forward and wins at 
last even the most intracrabe to be 
Its strong devoted followers. 
Do not find fault, there, with God s 
plans. 
Do not be crying out with 
the doubting ones: “Where 
is 
the 
promise of His coming, for since the 
lathers tell asleep all things con­ 
tinue as they were from the foun­ 
dation of the world." They do not! 
There is a steady, quiet work of 
grace going on throughout th* world 
that is going at last to bring the 
kingdoms of this world to Christ, 
and cause all opposition to cease, and 
peace and righteousness to establish 
itself as a universal blessing. 
Quiet, yes. but mighty through God 
to the pulling down of the str.rnup­ 
holds of Satan! Quite it 
was 
that 
fateful night when Senacherib ’ay 
down before the walls of Jerusalem 
after his boasting message to Heze- 
kiah. He expected on the morrow 


to go up in great power and fay 
waste the sacred city, bot in the 
darkness of the night— 
The Angel of death spread his wings, 
on the blast, 
% 
And breathed in the face of the foe’ 
aa be jessed. 
And the might of the Gentiles un- 
s rn ole by the sword 
Hath melted like snow In the glance 
of the Lord.” 
Quite, as on that other fateful night 
in 
Belshazzar’s hall, 
when 
Daniel 
read the mystic writing on the wall. 
Thou are weighed iii Hie balanc 
and found wanting,'' and the story 
closes with the significant words: 
And that night 
was 
Belshazzar 
king of the Chaldeans slain.”

tion Co., of tMusikogee, Oklahoma, al 
a price of $18,654, for the Warner 
school, and $13,758 for the Tisho- 
mingo school 'Each building to be fin- 
ished October 1, .1D09.

God. and It clotih not yet appear 
what we shall be, }>ut we know 
that whea he s'bal! appear, we 
shall .be 1'ike tiim, for 'we sh^H -be 
Mke him, for we shall see h'im 
as he is.—I John 111. 2. 


rrhe -text shows us at once the de- 


finltenesa 
and the iuuefiuiteuess of 


Scripture statement. The definite 
grand and grlorious, -but in indefinite 
Is majestic and sublime. There is an 
imJenniteness t'hat is filled with doubt 
and haunting fear; there is another, 
ohwever, that, is filled so full with 
glorious promise as to stagger the 
mind and imagination of man and 
make h.rni hesitate to go forward" in 
the line of its fulHlnvent. 


It is of this kind that the text here 


speaks. The definite ''now are we" 
of the .flrs't clause is followed .by 
the still more definite "we know" of 
the last clause, 'but in between, th-i 
apostle, realizing how great already 
is our blessing as sons of God, hesi- 
tates to go forward to the- conclud- 
ing- state of glory that awaits us, and 
with 
hesitating mind and 
halting 


Imagination he says: "It doth not 
yet appear wthat we shall be." 'Mind 
can not grasp the thought of Hie 
glory that shall afterward await us. 
"But," he says, with a 'little of his 
old confidence returning, "we know 
that when he slhall aippear .we shall 
•be Hire him, tor we shall see 'him as 
toe is." 


There Is a threefold 
cord that 


should ;bind every Christian to his 
<Jod, area to the vows, that he has 
taken upon himself. The strands ot 
tills cord are: Faith or hope, 'patience 
and duty; duty for the present hour, 
patience for the 'present ^rial, and 
faith .for the glorious Suture which 
GocS has promised.

Beems to ibe DO duty mentioned, no 
patience urged as necessary. Hope is

"'.Vow aire we the sous of God." Can 


anything''be higher than that? It is 
th/it wib'ieli -makes hea-ven's arches 
ring with glad hosannas as the re- 
deemed of the Lord realize what it 
all Jiteans. Surely this is as high as 
human thought and; desire can reach, 
arid yet t'here seems- to -be a h-igftler 
glory in reserve for u&, for the apos^ 
tie goes on to -say that, notwithstand- 
ing all this that we have already 
received, it is no snide in any 'Sense 
as to the greater biessings we shall 
receive—^'blessings so great that he 
is compelled to be indefinite in -men- 
tioning them, and all he can say 
concerning -th-eni is: 
"It 
dot-h not 


yet appear w-hat. we s'hal'l be." . 


What doe4 it aiH' mean, and what is 


our d-uty in view oif 
these 
things? 


Ask that young man 'born,in a cul- 
tured Christian hoine, given all the 
advantages of physical, mental and 
spiritual devolpment, having super- 
abounding love lavished upon him, 
being the object of constant thought 
and1 care and solicitude. Will he not 
tell yon that for all the love, for 
all the care, for all tie high and 
Tyleat advantages 
whicTi have been 


given him, he owes a higher duty to 
the parents who have thus watched 
over him and given him these things? 
Will he not tell you that, for all the 
privileges and o-pportunities rests up- 
on him toward those who have made 
these things possible? Then If he 
does not he is an imgrate, a reneigrade 
a base betrayer o'f the heart's great- 
est trust, and does not know what 
duty is! 
« 


What is it we expect of one from 


such a home, tfroin one who has had 
su'ch blessings showered ii'pon him? 
You say as you see him go forward 
with high en'deavor and noble aim: 
"He ought to make sometihing of him- 
sel'f; he certainly has had a good 
start." Ah, yes, there is. everything in 
the start, is there not? But the bet- 
ter the. start he greater the re&ponsi.- 
bility resting upon us, the higher the 
d-u-ty tlhat Govi requires of us! 


"Beloved, now are we the sons of 


God." 
We have had a good start. God 


has given u« the grewtent opportun- 
ities a» his chiMren,and Jg .giving 
tnem to us every day Jt is only a 
sart, tho, that ,H« n'as given us. 
"uNow," He says, after He hag given 
us all the care and attention and love 
th<at' was necessary, a'fter lavishing 
upon us all the blessings that His ab- 
sonbing love suggested, after giving 
unto iis salvation itself-through Jesus 
Christ our Lord—"now work out you» 
own salvation with fear and tremb- 
ling. I have put it In you, now worli 
it. out. Let the world see that it is 
there, and tliat you are using it day 
by day." 


"Now 
are we the sous of God." Aye, 


but that is not all that God wants 
us to - be.'1 There are many kinds oi: 
sous. 
SlocMul 
sons, 
selfish 
sons, 


thoughtless sons, indifferent sons, and 
earnest, zea'Ious, loving sons. "Which 
kind' are we? Are we -doing nothing to 
show o'ur sonshlp, our filial devotion? 


! Then were it .better that we had nor. 


the naime! Since we have been reck- 
one'd into the family o'f God let us- -be 
worthy of the name! Let us realize 
our higher duty .because of the great 
blessiivg that iGod has given unto us! 
Here is where the chity is shown. 
For every .blessing that God. has giv- 
en to you, 'for every -advantage that 
he 'has 'put or is putting into your 
hand, He .wi'1'1 require the higher duty 
and the world will require it, too, 
based1 upon a -perfectly 'fair and rea- 
sonalble view of your relationship 
with God. 


We see then tfrat sonshlp invo'lves 


duty. That duty fulfilled, the apostle 
rightly pauses ere he pronounces the 
'blessing that God will then give. 
"'Now are we the sons of God; but, 
that son&hip rigfitly used, that filial 
duty rightly fulfilled', it dotih not yet 
appear .what we shaill be!" The state- 
ment is not so strange, or do' we won- 
der that John used it in such hesti- 
tation when we look upon it: in this 
way. A faitWul son, a loving 'father; 
the son fulififclin-g in every way pos- 
sJble his filial d'llty! Can you or. I 
put the limits on that father's kiv-3 
and say to what bound's it will go? 
Nay, 
with such faith-fulness, with such 


filial devotfon sho'wn, it doth not yet 
appear, it never will appear, to what" 
lengths that father's -love wiM go! A 
need arises, a great one perhaps, tor 
tile sou, and 
the 
father 
promptly 


meets it, and you say: "Well, that is 
certainly more than Could have 'been 
expected! Human love can go no far- 
ther than that." Can it not? Wait and 
see. Another need arises, and again 


the father meets It, and gladly m«ets 
It, ami tine world: Iff astonlsbed at the 
father's sacrifice. Sacrifice? The father 
sees no sacrifice in It. Why, sir, he 
says to e»postu'latinig- friends, "you 
don't Icnow that ft>oy. Think of how 
•he has stood by me. 
How he has 


worked 
with me day in and day 


out 'from the time he was able to do 
anything. He never complained, he 
never sihirked his duty, -he neiver 
went back on his ol!d father, even 
when most of the world see'med to 
have -gone "back on me. Why, 'bless 
your life, sir, after such devotion as 
that boy has shown, after such duti- 
ful regard -as he has given, i would, 
sell al'l 1 -naive and 'give it to him 
willingly, if 'he needed it! I would 
diare anything, I would risk -every 
fihiillg, rather than that he should 
suffer." 


Have 'I overdi-awn ^ fathers? Nay, 


it can not be overdrawn, H can not 
be rightly pictured, the 
love and 


devotion a father has to a faith'ful, 
dutiful, filial son. That, therefore, is 
just the way .lo'hn puts it here. He 
can not picture it all out, and so lie 
just says as his 
imagination 
fails 


him: 
'"If we are not the sons of God, 


and 'faithful sons, d'uty-lovhug sons, 
then it doth not yet appear what we 
shadl be, for eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither hath eutered*-iu:o 
the heart of man the things which 
God h&'th preqia-re'd! for those that 
love Him." 


Here then is a, call to duty, and 


at the saime time a stimulus to it. As 
we have been received into the son- 
ship of God, it Is not In order to 
selfish ease, but it is to work for 
H.kn and for humanity. Every advan- 
tage He haa given you, every bless- 
ing, every opportunity that is yours 
lays the duty, the.'responsibility, the 
more heavily upon you. "Unto whom- 
soever much is given of him. shall 
much be required." God has 
given 


much, to you and He is expecting 
much in return. Yet it is not merely 
to 1)e in payment for his blessings, a 
"quid pro quo" to 'balance the ac- 
count; for just as soon as the Lord 
sees we are in earnest, that we are 
improving the talents that He has 
given us, t'hat we are faithful and 
loyal to Him; then, John says, hu- 
man imaigination can not picture the 
infinitely greater blessings that Htf 
will give us, and tho sons of God 


now, the state we then shall hold will 
be so in conceivably glorious that it 
bath not entered into tile mind of 
man even to imagine it! 


One other thing that Is emphasized 


in this game Inference of duty, how- 
fever, la patience. "It dtotJi not yet ap- 
pear what we shall lie." 


IHow hard it Is for u» to possess 


our souls Jn patience, especially in 


] tJhe matter of Christian work and 
results. 
We know ho(w ram'pant sin 


is, we. know how might • God is, and 
often, 
a-h, how often, do we won- 


der tliat God ever allows such wick- 
edness to conf'inue. 
in the mirist of 


our impatience we cry: "How long, 
O Lord, how long?" and the answer 
that comes back is. "It dotJi not yet 
appear,1'' "Yet a little w-hile, till the 
day break ami the darkness fle& 
away."

'We all must realize as workers for 


God that, we can not wage our war- 
fare on any lines of earthly strategy 
or wisdom. There 
are 
many who 


would' have ushered in the millen- 
nium even before Christ was cruci- 
fied, if we may be 'pardoned the an- 
archronism! These, 
however, 
were 


the impatient ones who were always 


carrying their swords haUI-drawn, 


who were anxious for the- signal to 
•be given to fall 11,1)04} their enemies 
an'd 
win them either dead or alive 


for God. 


lit is always a longer process lo 


win an enemy tiy love than by force 
but the former is by far the more 
permanent victory. Mohammed made 
converts quicker -by fire and sword 
than .Jesus did .by love, but Jesus' 
converts laste longer and His system 
is more widefty spread today. Force 
endures for a time,.-but only as long 
' as it maintains its strength. Love 
j never faileth. It Increases in pow- 
' er as it goes forward and wins at 
last even the most intractabe to be 
its strong devoted followers. 


Do not find fault, there, with God's 


plans. 
Do not toe cry-ing out with 


the doubting ones: "Where 
is 
the 


promise of His comiii'g, for since the 
fathers fell asleep all things con- 


y [ tinue as they were from the foun- 


! da/tion of the would." They do not! 


There is a steady, quiet work of 
grace going on throughout th£ world 


. that is going at last to bring the 


kingdoms of this world to Christ, 
and cause all opposition to.cease, and 
peace and righteousness to establish 
itself as a univei-sal blessing.

Quiet, yes, but mighty through God 


to the pulling down of the strong- 
holds of Satan! Quite it 
was 
that, 


fateful

when Senacherib luy 


'down before the walls of Jerusalem 
after his- boasting- message to Heze- 


I kiah. He expected on the morrow 


to go up In erwt power'»nd r»»
